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Supreme Court Justice 
Thurgood Marshall yesterday 
refused to block the FBI*s 
plans to send agents and in 
formants to the national con 
vention of the Young Socialist 
Alliance, the youth affiliate of 
the Socialist Workers Party, 
which opens today in St Louis. 

*'Our abhorrence for abuses 
of governmental investigative 
authority cannot be permitted 
to lead to an indiscriminate 
willingness to enjoin under- 
cover investigation of any na 
tune whenever a countervail- 
ing First Amendment claim is 
raised,” Marshall said. 

Marshall refused to set 
aside a ruUng by the Seifond 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which in turn had reversed an 
injunction by U.S. District 
Court Judge Thomas P. Griesa 
in Manhattan. A aimHa r rd^ 
quest was made to Justice 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. and was 
jnejected. 

4udge Griesa ruled two 
weeks ago that the FBI, which 
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'^absolutely nothing” to war 
rant bureau monitoring of the 
lawfully assembled party. 

The court of appeals rever 
sal came on the FBFs com 
plaint that obedience to the in 
junction would blow the cover 
of informants planted within 
the party because their nonat- 
tendance at the five-day con- 
vention would make them eas- 
ily identifiable.

He said that to require tip- 
sters who have become active 
party members “to remain si- 
lent throughout the conven 
tion would render them as 
readily identifiable in some 
cases as an ord^r excluding 
them.” ' 

Marshall, like the lower 
court judges, emphasized that 
he was not ruling on the ulti- 
mate legal issues in the Social 
1st Workers* lawsuit against 
the FBI, the CIA and other in- 
telligence-gathering agencies. 

Leonard B. Boudin, repre- 
senting the party, s^d the 
lawsuit could become another 
vehicle for smoking out evi- 
dence of alleged CIA involve- 
ment iq domestic surveillance. 

MMhaU*s six-page opinion 
gave the SociaUst Workers 
one small victory that could 
give them long^iin help in 
their lawsuit He rejected the 
Justice Department's argu- 
ment that the party's fears 


injury to their First Amend- 
ment rights were not serious 
enough to warrant court atten- 
tion to the merits of the dis- 
pute.' 

Marxhall said he was reluc- 
tant to reinstate the injunc- 
tion on the eve of the conven- 
tion because that would 
amount to outright reversal of 
the court of appeals. 

Like the court of appeals, 
Marshall laid down the condi- 
tion that the FBI not transmit 
any information to the U.S. 
Civil Service Commhaion and 
not engage in any “disruptive 
activity” at the convention. He 
added that the bureau was not 
to convey any int^gence 
matter to “nongovernmental 
entities such as schools or em- 
ployers."

The SoefaliH workers 
have fielded a national ticket 
since 1948. 

The party espouses the 
Marxist philosophy of Leon 
Trotsky, the Soviet leader who 
was exiled and kUled by an 
agent of Joseph Stalin in 1940.
